It operates under the city man- 
ager form of government with 
eight councilmen, a mayor and city 
manager as its head. The mayor of 
Oakland is not elected by the peo- 
ple; the city council elects the 
mayor and city manager under a 
provision in the city charter.

Union Raises Wages of 
Workers in Industry Ap- 
proximately 25 Per Cent in 
Two Years 


Organizing workers into a bona 
fide labor union, workers that 
never before were organized, is the 


accomplishment made by Corru 
gated Fibre Products Workers’ 
Union, Local No. 382 during the 


past two years, Since unionization 
the local organization has accom- 
plished the following results. 

1. Stabilized the industry by en- 
couraging industrial fair prices; 
this has discouraged cut-throat 
competition which existed prior to 
unionization. 

2. Decent working conditions 
that heretofore did not exist in 
parts of the industry. 

3. Increased wage scales from 25 
to 40 per cent. 

These results, according to Frank 
Moran, business’ representative 
were obtained without the loss of 
a single day’s work to a member of 
the local union. 

All agreements, Moran said, car- 
ry conciliation and _ arbitration 
clauses. 

The local union is an affiliate of 
the American Federation of Labor 
and the Alameda County Central 
Labor Council.

The great service performed by 
the civilian conservation corps in 
providing jobs for jobless youth 
was revealed in the fifth annual 
report of Director Robert Fechner, 
who said that since its establish- 
ment the C. C. C. had given em- 
ployment to 2,242,000 unemployed 
at a total cost of $1,920,000,000. 

“In my opinion,” he said, “the 
results achieved through use of C. 
C. C. men in advancing conserva- 
tion projects have been, or soon 
will be, so great in dollar value as 
to offset the dollar cost of the pro- 
gram.”

My record in behalf 


One of the greatest weapons of 
the foes of labor is the proposition 
to put into actual operation a 
scheme to hogtie labor for which 
big business has been agitating for 
Some time. All organized labor 
must necessarily support any op- 
position to the compulsory incor- 
poration of organized labor. Com- 
pulsion, under no matter what 
guise, when it affects the rights of 
labor to freely associate themselves 
for their common protection, is not 
alone vicious but un-American and 
the very essence of fascism. 

Among the enemies of organized 
labor are to be found the wealthy 
defiers of law and order powerful 
interests who in effect 
said “to hell with law and order— 
our lawyers have said the law is 
unconstitutional.” But the United 
States supreme court very calmly 
and dispassionately disagreed with 
these law violators and declared 
the Wagner labor act to be consti- 
tutional. But these enemies of so- 
ciety, for that is all any defier of 
law is, are now resorting to a high- 
ly paid propaganda to undo in a 
day, as it were, what has taken 


generations to perfect, in so far as

While the national conscience is adjusting to the public 
policy that wage-earners shall have the right to free organiza- 
tion in unions for the purpose of collective bargaining, some 
individual employers are trying to devise methods of denying 
their employes this right without open violation. Some are ex- 
perimenting with a lease and agency form that would disguise 
the employer control relations under an appearance of self-em- 
ployment for the purpose of evading the national labor relations 
act and the social security act. Others try an individual agree- 
ment under which the employe must forego certain things as a 


condition of employment. 


One of the latest of these so-called agreements was sub- 
mitted by a rubber tire company to an employe reinstated 
under order of the national labor relations board. It is in mimeo- 
graph form ready for the signature of the employe and a wit- 
ness to the agreement which reads as follows: 

“In consideration for a salary of $25.00 per week, I hereby 
agree to render you such services as are required in connection 
with my employment at your garage. All repair come-backs, or 
unsatisfactory work, I will make good on my own time without 
any additional compensation from you. My pay will be figured 
on a daily basis, from Tuesday through Monday of each week, 
and should my services be dispensed with or should I leave your 
employment at any other time or day of the week, [hereby agree 
to wait until such weekly pay day to receive my earned com- 
pensation. I hereby waive any and all compensation which I 
think may be due me from the time of severing my connections 
with you until pay day. In other words, I waive all my rights to 
such pay as I think, or claim to be entitled for the time lapsed 
between my being dismissed or leaving your employment until 
I receive my pay on the regular pay day. 

“Should the compensation under this agreement beincreased, 
decreased or changed in any manner whatsoever, either by 
mutual consent or because my services are becoming unsatis- 
factory, or any other reason not mentioned here, it is agreed 
that this agreement as a whole, is in effect just as if no changes 
had been made in connection with my compensation and re- 


muneration for services. 


“As a further consideration, it is agreed and understood by 
me that I am not to be employed over sixty hours in any week. 
It is also agreed and understood that, if I should work in excess 
of sixty hours a week for your corporation that I am not to be 
compensated for such excess time and such overtime will be 
considered by me as being rendered both voluntarily and grat- 
uitously. I hereby waive any and all rights to claim compensa- 


tion for overtime. 


“T also understand that there is no compulsion on my part to 


work overtime. 


“It is also understood and agreed that I will not substitute 
with or without pay for any of the other employes in your 
service in case such substitution should involve working in ex- 


cess of sixty hours a week. 


“IT will at all times keep my personal appearance beyond 
reproach, keep my uniform clean, my hair combed and face 
shaved daily. I will not report for work in case I have had intox- 
icating liquors just prior to commencement of my duties. 

“Tt is further understood and agreed that if I have been 
employed by you over a three months’ period, that I will neither 
seek nor obtain employment, for a period of six months, with 
any competitive organization, partnership, individual or cor- 
poration situated within a radius of three miles from your 
present location. Nor will I start in business for myself under 
the same agreements, limitations and conditions. You have the 
right to take such legal steps against me as you may deem ad- 
visable in case I should violate this agreement.” 

Thus for the sum of $25 the employe was required in effect 
to give up the possibility of bettering working conditions 
through collective bargaining, to pledge himself to practically 
unlimited hours without hope of extra compensation. To guar- 
antee personal appearance beyond reproach, to forego right to 
prompt payment if discharged, to limit seriously his right to 
better his condition of employment, to make good all repair 
come-backs without additional compensation and without condi- 
tions limiting responsibility, and to assure his employer the 
right to legal steps against him in case of violation of contract. 

With a work-force in its string of garages bound by such 
agreements this tire company hoped to be immune against the 
national labor relations act and union organization. But the only 
intelligent policy upon which any employer may expect con- 
structive and peaceful labor relations is outlined in the national 
labor relations act.— American Federationist. 


HENRY J. GOMPERS DIES 
IN WASHINGTON AT 62 


Was Son of Former President of 
American Federation of Labor; 
Owned Monument Works 


Henry J. Gompers, 62 years of 
age, son of the late Samuel Gomp- 
ers, former president of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, died at 
his home on April 11. He had been 
in failing health since suffering a 
heart attack seven months ago. 

Mr. Gompers was born in New 
York city January 23, 1876, and 
learned the granite cutters’ trade 
there, He joined the Granite Cut- 
ters’ International Association of 
America, retaining his membership 
until the time of his death, 

He originally operated a building 
and stone monument works in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., but came to Wash- 
ington about 26 years ago to be 
close to his father and other mem- 
bers of the family. He owned the 
Gompers’ Monumental wofks in 
Washington. 


SEATTLE MAYOR PASSES 


John F. Dore, 57, Seattle’s pro- 
labor mayor, died Monday night 
after struggling several months 
against a general physical break- 
down, 

The mayor returned from Los 
Angeles several days ago in a 
weakened condition after spending 
two weeks in a hospital there, suf- 
fering from bronchial pneumonia 
and complications. He was stricken 
while on his way back to Seattle 
from a trip to Arizona for a vaca- 
tion and rest, 

Dore was a staunch supporter of 
the A. F. of L. and his passing is a 
shock to his many labor friends.

Would Jeopardize Employment 
Of 2000 U. S. Citizens 


One of the legislative mysteries 
in the nation’s capital is the ardent 
support which the C. I. O. seamen’s 
representatives are giving to the 
bill providing for the naturaliza- 
tion of Filipino seamen, 

“According to estimates, there 
are approximately 2000 Filipinos 
anxiously waiting for jobs in the 
American merchant marine that 
they’ cannot fill at the present time 
because of their status as persons 
ineligible to citizenship,” said Paul 
Scharrenberg, A. F. of L, represen- 
tative, in commenting on the posi- 
tion of the C. I. O. group. 

“If the C. I. O.-promoted bill is 
enacted into law,” Mr. Scharren- 
berg added, “these 2000 Filipinos 
will replace 2000 American citizen 
seamen who will then join their 
countless unemployed brothers al- 
ready on relief in New York and 
elsewhere. 

“These C, I. O. seamen’s repre- 
sentatives seem to be quite unable 
to see themselves as others see 
them. Almost in the same breath 
while they are pleading for the Fili- 
pinos, they cry aloud for their own 
unemployed. Mr. Jack Lawrenson, 
one of the prominent C. I. O. 
spokesmen, asserted at a hearing 
in the house merchant marine and 
fisheries committee, that there are 
five American seamen to every job 
today. Yet, they seem to have 
greater sympathy for Filipino sea- 
men than for unemployed American 
citizen seamen. 

“Who can solve this mystery?” 


When workers do not receive

International Labor Office Finds 
Out-of-Work Army Has Been En- 
larged in Eight Nations 


Figures made public by the inter- 
national labor office regarding the 
number of jobless in 24 countries, 
including all the great nations ex- 
cept Italy and Russia, show that the 
number of the unemployed was 
greater in the first quarter of 1938 
than in the corresponding period of 
1937. 

Pointing out that the unemploy- 
ment figures are compiled so dif- 
ferently in the various countries 
that their major use is showing 
trends, the I. L. O. does not give the 
world total. But the unofficial ad- 
dition of the I. L. O. figures re- 
veals a total of 16,142,596 unem- 
ployed, an increase of approximate- 
ly 935,000 during the year. Although 
this increase of nearly 1,000,000 in 
the number of jobless workers was 
confined to eight countries, the re- 
port noted: 

“For the first time since the be- 
ginning of economic recovery there 
has been an increase in the num- 
ber of unemployed recorded in im- 
portant industrial countries, such 
as the United States, Britain, 
France and Belgium.”

By such actions they would make 
it appear that workers are not free 
to belong to whatever lawful or- 
ganization they desire. The fascist 
policy advocates the idea that 
workers are not free to organize. 
Is Violation of Rights 

Labor incorporation, under com- 
pulsion of law, is, in My opinion, a 
violation of constitutional guaran- 
ties provided by the constitution of 
the United States. When, under 
the guise of law, a voluntary asso- 
ciation or unincorporated body can 
be compelled to assume some legal 
entity which has no direct bearing 
upon or relation to the public or 
general welfare, it certainly invades 
the right to freely assemble and 
associate together on the part of 
bodies of men or women or both in 
the matter of a common undertak- 
ing which has for its object the ad- 
vancement, uplifting and _ better- 
ment of such bodies, in so far as 
their social, economic and private 
rights are concerned. On _ every 
hand we hear the public press cry 
aloud in behalf of its constitutional 
right to freedom of the _ press 
whenever any legislation is pro- 
posed which might even by innuen- 
do or some wild stretch of the im- 
agination indirectly affect them in 
any possible or even probable man-

Our constitution provides that no 
state shall make or enforce any 
law which shall abridge the priv- 
ileges or immunities of citizens of 
the United States. What greater 
privilege is there than the associa- 
tion of persons together for their | 
common uplift, betterment and ad- 
vancement? This being admitted 
by the very question itself, who 
shall be so bold as to claim that 
the state, under no matter what 
guise, shall have the right or 
power to force men or women into | 


would gain its point. The very life- 
saving and primary part of organ- 
ized labor is and must be its inde- 
pendence, Without this it could not 
exist. The feudal lords and masters 
know this and thus they would at- 
tempt to bind the toiling masses 
down to the lowest depths of indus- 
trial degradation under the guise 
of making labor “legally respon- 
sible.” 
Labor Is Responsible 

Those who avocate such proposal 
would make it appear that labor is 
now not responsible. This I deny. 
Labor is and always has been re- 
sponsible. Labor unions, as a rule, 
go out of their way and bear great 
impositions, rather than strike. 
The strike is not used in the first 
instance, but is resorted to only 
after all other peaceable and fair 
means have failed. The proponents 
claim that labor unions as corpor- 
ate entities should be compelled to 
give an accounting of their finan- 
cial condition. The fact is that is 
just what labor unions do right now 
to all those who are directly inter- 
ested. However, I wonder what the 
heads of the powerful and vested 
interests have to say in answer to 
the recent publicity given by fail- 
ure to account, financially, to the 
government, under the income tax 
law? It is not to their credit when 
the head of a certain bank was 
sued and a judgment was recov- 
ered against him of many hundreds 
of thousands of dollars for trying 


the people, out of millions of dol- 
lars of income tax. And it is not to 
their credit when the head of a cer- 
tain chain store renounces her 
citizenship to our own United 
States of America and marries a 
foreign gentleman, just so she does 
not have to pay income tax on the 
one hand, but will pay her help 
almost starvation wages on the 
other hand, Just let these feudal 
lords clean their own front door- 
steps first before they begin to 
claim that organized labor should 
be made “legally responsible.” 
True, there are dishonest indi- 
viduals even within the ranks of or-

Would Destroy Union Labor | 

The true object behind this

propaganda is to destroy organized 


labor under the capricious slogan 
of make labor unions ‘legally re- | 
sponsible.” What a mockery, in- 
deed! As we look about us and find 
some of the powerful financial 
corporations which exist on the one 
hand, and find that through 
fraud, chicanery, propaganda, 
bribery and false representations, 
and legislation, which has had for 
its object the betterment of human- 
ity, has either been defeated or 
amended out of all reason, and all 
because of these very same types 
of business corporations, then I 
ask, on the other hand—what good 
is mere corporate existence, in so 
far as the welfare of the whole 
people is concerned? In and of it- 
self a corporate entity is no good, 
except for special, selfish or finan- 
cial reasons. 

Again, if 


labor 


unions were 
forced to incorporate and there 
was a violation of a contract, at 


any time given, on the part of an 
employing corporation, what real 
redress would an incorporated la- 
bor union have? In passing I beg 
to claim that the average violation 
of an employee-employer contract 
is on the part of the employers, 
most of them being corporate bod- 
ies. The rule is that the individual 
or partnership employer lives up to 
a contract with a union to a far 
greater degree than those employ- 
ers who are incorporated. 

The redress of a union would be 
practically nil because the courts, 
as a rule, lean toward precedent 
rather than trend. The cost would 
be tremendous if redress would be 
sought in the courts. The powerful 
financial corporations could and 
would wear the employee-union 
down and it would finally give up 
in despair. Thus “big business”

ganized labor, but cases of misuse 
of union funds pale into insignifi- 
cance when we compare the mis- 
use of other people’s money by the 
American financiers and indus- 
trialists. 

Why a Fascist Policy? 

But why discriminate against or- 
ganized labor in the matter of in- 
corporation? Why should any 
group be, under force of law, com- 
pelled to incorporate? If we are to 
have such a fascist policy under 
compulsion, then make it apply 
with equal force to manufacturers’ 
associations, chambers of com- 
merce, Rotary clubs, the Liberty 
league, and many others. But the 
feudal lords are silent on such 
types being compelled to incor- 
porate. And echo answers, why? 

The real object of incorporation 
| is to pool funds, sell stock and 
escape personal liability but at the 
same time make big profits and, 
incidentally, to vote salaries of 
from $100,000 to over $500,000 a 
year instead of paying dividends to 
unfortunate stockholders, or pay 
decent living wages to employes. 
They even use corporations to 
evade income taxes. Labor unions 
have no golf courses or yachts to 
incorporate. No good will come. in 
and of itself, as a result of com- 
pulsory incorporation of labor un- 
ions. We now have sufficient law 
to govern, both civil and criminal. 

In the very nature of things T 
am and must be suspicious of those 
wealthy barons and industrialists 
| who advocate compulsion in this 
matter, as it is not in keeping with 
the principles upon which our gov- 
ernment is founded.

A weekly wage rate of not less 
than $14.50 for women employed in 
laundries, dry cleaning and dyeing 
establishments was fixed this week 
by the District of Columbia min- 
imum» wage board, under provi- 
sions of the resurrected Keating 
wage law. 

The board claimed that 3,900 
women would benefit, an investi- 
gation disclosing that their earn- 
ings have averaged about $10.90 a 
week.
